THE COUNCIL'S CHILD

It ig satisfactory to learn that 
the Agents of the Municipal 
Council in London are arranging 
to circulate copies of the 
Feotham Report to important 
bodies in England and to public 
men who might be expected to 
take an interest in the affairs of 
Shanghai. In the last twent} 
four hours a cabled request has 
come for further copies of the 
Report. So the Agents are 
comfronted with a good demand 
acting promptly in ful- 
‘Steps have also been 
understood, to ensure 
that the cireulation of the Re- 
port in America is being carried 
‘out on similarly authoritative 
Hines. As this journal has 
emphasized, it is of the utmost 
importance’ that, the findings of 
Mr. Justice Feetham should be 
widely known in Europe and 
America, to say nothing of 

Japan. ‘The Council, oa Wedne: 
day, is believed to have bad the 
Report, under consideration, but 
a ‘decision in regard to its 
‘adoption was postponed for cer- 
tain reasons. First of all. it 
was felt that as. .the, Chinese 
translation would not_be. avail 
able until the end of September 
it would be uifair .to expect 
Chinese members to. express a 
definite opinion at this stage.

Responsible foreign opinion hi 
recognized that the negotiations 
are the necesary outcome of the 
accoptance by the British Gov- 
ernment and the other Powers 
of the abolition of extraterri- 
toriality as a matter of pri 
ciple, Difficult negotiations 
have beon carried on and the 
‘only point which arises is how 
far those negotiations have been 
carried to the prejudice of the 
settlement of the future of 
Shanghai on the basis of Mr. 
Justice Feetham’s recommenda- 
tions. The foreign community 
has a right to demand from Mr, 
Arthur Henderson assurances of 
a more definite character than 
those which have -been forth- 
coming from him. It is to be 
hoped, therefore, that the re- 
presentations now being made 
in London will be pressed 
strongly on the Foreign Office. 
While insisting on strict _at- 
“tention to the warnings of Mr. 
Sustice Feetham, it would be x 
short-sighted policy on the part 
of foreygners to give the i 
pression that they hope, in some 
way or other, to stave off the 
inevitable by ‘application of the 
Report to purposes beyond its 
immediate scope. The future of 
Shanghai would be jeopardised 
seriously by any such attempt. 
In the long run the hope of 
carrying Mr. Justice Feetham’s 
recommendations into effect lies 
in cooperation between the 
foreign community, the Chinese 
in the Settlement, and ultimate- 
ly ‘the Chinese Government.

CHINA'S TRADE 
July 15. 


A summary of certain parts of 
the annual report of the Stati 
tical Secretary of the Chinese 
‘Maritime Customs on the foreign 
trade of China during 1930 is 
published to-day, and it will at 
once be noted with what difficul- 
ty the compiler has been faced 
in giving a due comparison with 
previous statistical periods. The 
fluctuations of silver, the change 
in the collection of revenue from 
Haikuan taels to gold units, and 
so forth have all added to his 
difficulties, but in spite of this 
he has produced a report of ex- 
treme value to foreign merchants 
as well as to Industrialists in 
China. The part played in in- 
dustry by the enterprise of these 
industrialists has been of out- 
standing importance in the past 
few years, and it will be nece 
sary to look at the comments of 
the Statistical Secretary to ap- 
preciate what has often been 
emphasized in these columns 
that China will inevitably be one 
of the great manufacturing coun- 
tries of the world. 


‘The Statistical Secretary 
points out that most manu 
facturers are diffident to divulge 
information regarding their ex- 
port business, and he puts the 
matter as bluntly as this that 
“for fear of extortion and taxa~ 
tion they prefer to remain dis- 
creetly in the background.” As 
a result the expansion of China’s 
foreign trade in manufactures 
‘as shown in the Customs re- 
ports is, in the Statistical Secre- 
tary's opinion, unconvincing. He 
says:— 


It is not from the point of view 
of her foreign export trade alone 
that expansion of China's indus- 
tries’ should be envisaged. Rather 
it should be as a competitor in 
her own country with foreign 
‘manufacturers that she should be 
Judged, and, from a comparison 
of the’ import figures for those 
articles. which were originally 
purchased from abroad but are 
now being so rapidly replaced by’ 
home products, that conclusions 
should’ be drawn. Envisaged 
from this standard alone, there 
would appear to be no need for 
doubt or adverse criticism. But 
still further, it must be remem 
bered that the taste for articles! 
of foreign type is increasing year| 
by year, and: in recent years 
patriotic’ sentiments, which often

It 
is admitted that it is mot easy 
to find a reason for this decrease, 
although the disturbed state of 
the country, with the consequent 
enhanced cost of the movement.

able effect towards this end. 
Then, however, comes in a most

EYES ON GERMANY 
Judy 17. 
The spectacle of a great nation 
faced with a crisis of extreme 
‘gravity is disturbing the finan- 
cial and political senses of the. 
world. The disturbance is not 
created purely by the intensity 
of the crisis itself. Germany's 
plight would, it is true, demand 
the sympathy of other nations 
on its own merits. Nations 
however are not inclined any 
more than individuals to allow 
sympathy to drive them to ex- 
tremes. They can be generous 
but generosity in national as 
well as in international dealings 
is severely circumscribed. The 
reason why on both sides of the 
Atlantic ‘there is an urgent 
desire to “do something” 
Germany is because it is 
realized that Germany's undoing 
would in all human probability 
inflict immeasurable disaster on 
an already sorely distressed 
world, At the same time, with- 
out being callous, it is essential 
to weigh up the exact implica- 
tions of the financial crisis to 
the relief of which President 
Hoover has so generously and 
prudently pledged the resources 
of the United States of America.

of war debt annuities by the 
Dominions, the outlook is grim. 
There is plenty of confidence in 
the people despite the heaviness 
of the burden to be shouldered, 
Confidence is not enough nor is 
the general optimistic feeling 
that a turn of the tide of trade 
depression is in sight.

‘There is a danger that this 
strained expectation may divert 
attention from the drain which 
the national finances are now 
enduring owing to the fact that 
the State is lending to the Fund 
at the rate of $50,000,000 
annum, ‘The Fund’ may, be an 
insurance against revolution but 
at that figure the premium is 80 
high as to portend revolution of 
itself, Apart from that the Gov- 
ernment having called in, highly 
qualified physicians to diagnose 
the complaint and having been 
given diagnosis of alarming 
gravity are afraid to apply the 
prescribed remedy. Their op- 
ponents are not a whit more 
courageous, Thus the natio 
steadily heading for a crisis 
which may well be brought to 
a head by the latest shrinkage 
in the national resources, While 
the plight of Germany is engag- 
ing the present attention of the 
world, it should not be forgotten 
that, 80 far as available figures 
show, the trade depression in 
that country is not much worse 
than in the United States or in 
Great Britain. In Great Britain 
hopes for ending that depression 
are not likely to be fulfilled un 
less there is a serious attempt 
made to tackle the issues pre- 
sented in the crushing burden 
of taxation and the accompany- 
ing threat of insolvency which 
the drain of the Insurance Fund 
surely provides, In other words 
the medicine which Australia 
has been urged to take may have 
to be dispensed in Great Britain 
at no very distant date.

TO THE TOWNS 

July 21. 
In view of the third reading 
of the Bill in Parliament, an- 
nounced yesterday, providing 
for subsidies for the building of 
40,000 houses in rural districts 
—this with the idea of stemming 
the migration which for years 
has been steadily taking place 
to towns—the question may well 
be asked whether such a 
measure in itself will be suf- 
ficient. It is perfectly true 
that, lacking the conveniences of 
the ‘greater number of town 
houses to-day, too many of these 
dwellings in the country are ex- 
tremely inadequate and unat- 
tractive, and such idylls as 
“The Cottar's Saturday Night’ 
figura less in the life of the 
peasant than ever before. The 
roving spirit which impelled 
men and women to town life was 
already abroad before the war, 
and was quickened by the ex- 
perience of so many men over- 
seas. That modern housing 
conditions should contribute to 
stem the rush to the towns 
‘ought to help in a degree, never- 
theless, and that a subsidy i 
needed may be gathered from 
the fact that in certain places 
in the Lake District houses are 
still being built of rough-hewn 
stone. The masons are masters 
of their difficult eraft, but with 
‘a subsidy properly applied one 
ean imagine much more attrac- 
tive conditions under which to 
liv 




















This, however, as_ has. been 
pointed out, is only one part of 
the problem of keeping people 
in the rural districts.” Even be- 
fore the war an engineer of the

He pointed out 
that where water power was 
available mills could be 
established for the handling of 
raw wool, at any rate in its 
earlier stages, 5° also in the 
case of grain. Electric light 
might be a possibility of the 
caxe, and in cireumstances such 
as ‘these a community centre: 
with its cinema and concert and 
dance hall could be formed 
where existence could be bright- 
ened for the rural worker so 
as to induce him to continue on 
the land, contented and with a 
place for amusement and doubt- 
ess a home for the culture which 
appeals to so many of them. 
Here, undoubtedly, there would 
be the need of a very substan- 
tial subsidy.

American Citizen Taken Into 
Custody 


‘The Harbin Correspondent of the 
jorth-China Daily News” reports 
that an American citizen named V. 
Custis Vozey, son of the editor of 
the “Harbin Daily News,” was 
taken into custody by the Chinese 
police there on July 10 and subject 
ed to violence before his release was 
effected by the local American 
Consul. 

Mr., Vozey, -who is employed by 
the National City Bank of New 
York, was walking along the main 
street of the town when he noticed a 
small boy selling puppies. He sat 
down by the boy's side to inquire 
the prices of some puppies he 
fancied. A policeman ‘came upon 
the seene within a short time and 
‘demanded to know his business and 
what he was doing. When he re- 
plied that he did not think his 

fairs concerned the police, he was 
struck and an effort made to 
hustle him away. 

Upon being struck Mr. Vorey_ 
showed the policeman his certificate 
of identity issued by the American 
Consulate. This the — policeman 
seized and tore into pieces, grinding 

is heel on the pieces as they were 
thrown on the roadway. Mr. 
‘Vozey was then again assaulted, 
the policeman grabbing him with 
the evident intention of subjecting 
im to violence, Mr. Vozey struck 
out in rptaliation and the policeman 
seeing that he was likely to get 
the worst of it, blew his whistle, 
which brought other police rashing 
to the scene.

‘There have been rumours for 
some time past that the Nanking

‘Th toa exporters have now 
informed that a Bureau of Inspec 
tion and Testing has been establish-

ported without a certificate from 
this Bureau.

Various regulations have been 
published and on reading them: it 
is obvious they have been based on 
‘those in foree in the U.S.A. Tea 
Inspection Office, and they ‘show 
little or no knowledge of the prin- 
cipal China green tea business,

Growth of Communism in China 


‘The history of the growth of Com- 
‘munism in China falls naturally into 
three periods. 

‘The first period, from 1920-23,

‘Tushsu and Li Tai-chao, who are 
known as the founders of the Ch 
‘nese Communist Party, conducted 
carefully planned Soviet propaganda 
in the guise, of the “new learning.” 
|The “Chinese Renaissance Move- 
ment,” hitherto a purely’ 
philological movement, was success- 
fully diverted and utilized as a move- 
‘ment advocating socialistic doctrines. 

‘At this stage the movement was 
merely doctrinaire, and the. Third, 
Internationale rapiily grew tired of| 
Its theoretical character. The Kuo- 
mintang in spite of its temporary 
eclipse under the warring Tuchuns, 
was still the only virile political 
force in the country. The 
minds of the Third Internationale 
‘saw that the only

‘The first maior manifestation of 
this new order was the revolt of the 
Communist generals, Ho Long and 
‘Yoh Ting, who formed part of Chang 
Foh-kwel's Tronsides, in Nanchang 
in July, 1927, ‘Then ‘quickly follow- 
ed the ‘Communist Coup in Canton| 
in December, and in July | 1930,| 
‘Changsha was also captured by the 
Communists. 

Innumerable Insurrections 


At the same time innumerable in- 
surrections broke out in the towns| 
and countryside in Hupeh, Hunan| 
and Kiangsi, According to’ authen- 

reports, compiled at the end of 
1930, during the peak of the Soviet 
sway in Kiangsi, out of the 81 hsiens 
of the province, 33 hsiens | were 
wholly sovietised, 23 hsiens “half 
sovictised” and 20 hsiens affected, | 
making the total number of hsiens| 
completely and partially under com-| 
munist influence 76. In Hupeh 50| 
hsiens out of the 69 hsiens of the| 
provines were at one time and an- 
other affected by Communist terror- 
ism, More than 15 hsiens were! 
sovictised in Southern Hunan.
